During  the  days  of  April  15,  16. 
and  17  many  members  of  the 
MBA  Hi-Y  Club  took  part  in 
conducting  a mock  session  of  the 
Tennessee  Legislature.  The  ses- 
sions were  to  be  held  in  the  State 
Capitol,  but  due  to  repairs  being 
made  in  the  Legislative  cham- 
bers in  the  Capitol,  the  sessions 
were  held  in  various  courtrooms 
at  the  County  Court  House.  On 
Wednesday  night,  the  13th.  MBA 
entered  its  candidates  in  the  elec- 
tion for  various  officers  of  the 
Legislature.  Mack  Brothers  ran 
for  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee  and  was  defeated  in 
the  primaries.  Other  members 
running  for  offices  were  Jim 
Overall,  Clerk  of  House  and  Lon 
Foster  West.  Governor’s  Aide. 
Overall  was  elected  and  served 
os  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives during  the  mock  ses- 
sions. Nashville's  candidate  for 
Governor  was  Bill  Howse  of  West 
High,  but  he  was  defeated  by 
Bill  Lux  of  Memphis  in  the  vot- 
ing by  the  whole  assembly. 

The  delegates  were  divided  into 
committees  which  discussed  the 
various  bills.  The  bills  that 
passed  the  committees  were  then 
brought  up  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  or  Senate  and  the  delegates 
then  debated  on  whether  to  pass 
the  bills  or  to  table  them.  The 
passed  bills  then  went  through 
the  same  action  in  the  other 
Legislative  house  and,  if  passed 
there  and  signed  by  the  governor, 
they  became  a law.  The  debating 
was  very  entertaining  and  many 
of  the  MBA  delegates  took  an 
active  part  in  it. 

The  activities  other  than  the 
Legislature  session  were:  an  open 
house  on  Friday  night  at  the  Y. 
a banquet  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  and  the  Governor's  Ball 
on  Saturday  night,  and  an  im- 
pressive worship  service  con- 
ducted by  the  officers  at  the

Golf  and  baseball  finished  3rd 
in  the  city,  while  golf  also 
finished  3rd  in  the  South. 

A total  of  9 trophies  were  won 
in  N.I.L.  sports  this  year. 

MBA  came  up  with  three  all- 
city  football  players,  one  in 
basketball,  one  in  baseball,  two  in 
tennis,  three  in  golf  and  the 
whole  track  team  won  all-city 
recognition.
